The States. where the disease 
is common are -helping to eradi- 
cate ticks by clearing waste lands, 
and doifig away with the small 
animals that carry ticks, and by 
dipping tha cattle and sheep 
which may be carriers. 

The treatment of the infection 
is. not satisfactory. There is no 
intestinal Of stomach disease, so- 
that good and easily digested 
food to kéep up the strength,’ 
plenty of water, and the usua} 
fever treatment are , indicated. 
Pain-reliéving drugs ‘are. some- 
and. sedatives
